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MARKET  REVIEW 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  Oct.  31,  1972,  announced  its  de- 
termination of  sugar  requirements  for  continental  consumption  in  the  U.  S.  dur- 
ing calendar  year  1973.     The  order  differs  from  the  proposal  of  Oct.  3,  1972 
(See  USDA  Press  Release  3250-72)  in  that  total  requirements  are  established 
at  11.7  million  short  tons,  raw  value,  instead  of  11.8  million.     A  press  re- 
lease detailing  this  action  appears  herein  beginning  on  Page  5. 

Sugar  sales  by  primary  distributors  during  1972  continue  to  exceed  those 
for  the  comparable  period  of  1971,  when  record  quantities  were  sold.  However, 
deliveries  during  September  and  October  of  this  year  have  been  less  than  during 
those  months  of  last  year.     The  new  holiday  in  October  was  responsible  for 
much  of  the  decline.     According  to  preliminary  reports,  sugar  sales  by  all 
primary  distributors  through  Nov.  18,  1972,  totaled  10,079,000  short  tons,  raw 
value,  compared  with  9,974,000  tons  sold  through  the  same  date  of  last  year. 
Constructive  deliveries,  i.  e.,  sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in  December 
but  physically  delivered  in  January  and  February  of  the  following  year  amount- 
ed to  88,000  tons  in  1971  and  161,000  tons  in  1970.     Accordingly,  physical  de- 
liveries through  Nov.  18,  1972,  totaled  10,167,000  tons  compared  with 
10,135,000  tons  delivered  through  the  same  period  of  1971. 

Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary  distributors  on 
Oct.  28,  1972,  totaled  1,616,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary 
reports.     This  was  412,000  tons  more  than  a  month  earlier  and  about  35,000  tons 
more  than  on  Oct.  31,  1971.     Beet  processors'  stocks  of  806,000  tons  were 
389,000  tons  more  than  a  month  earlier  and  about  100,000  tons  more  than  a  year 
earlier.     Beet  sugar  production  during  January-October  1972  was  about  220,000 
tons  ahead  of  the  same  period  last  year  with  1972  deliveries  through  October 
about  110,000  tons  above  those  in  1971. for  the  same  period.  Cane  sugar  refiners' 
stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  were  reported  as  766,000  tons  or  about  3,000 
tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  and  79,000  tons  less  than  on  the  same  date  last 
year. 

Regionally,  reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  of  destination 
during  the  period  January-September  1972  were  2.3  percent  more  than  during  the 
comparable  period  of  1971.     Increases  were  reported  in  four  of  the  five  geo- 
graphical regions  with  the  South  up  the  most — 4.6  percent  followed  by  the  North 
Central  region  up  3.7  percent,  the  New  England  region  up  2.0  percent  and  the 
West  up  0.8  percent.     Reported  deliveries  to  the  mid-Atlantic  region  were  down 
2.2  percent. 

Deliveries  during  January- Sep tember  1972  were  larger  to  34  states  than 
during  the  first  nine  months  of  1971  and  smaller  to  16.     In  17  states,  deliver- 
ies increased  100,000  hundredweight  or  more  during  the  1972  period  as  compared 
with  1971  — in  nine  of  these  states  the  increases  exceeded  200,000  hundred- 
weight and  in  five  the  increase  exceeded  400,000  hundredweight.     Ohio  had  the 
largest  increase,  787,000  hundredweight  followed  by  Georgia  which  was  up  507,000 
hundredweight  and  Illinois  up  502,000  hundredweight.     New  York  and  Maryland  with 
reported  deliveries  of  940,000  and  310,000  hundredweight  less,  respectively,  had 
the  largest  declines. 

Based  on  conditions  as  of  Nov.  1,  1972,  the  Department's  Crop  Reporting 
Board  estimates  that  prospects  for  1972  sugarbeet  production  improved  an  ad- 
ditional two  percent  during  October.     Sugarbeet  production  is  now  forecast  at 
28.4  million  tons  compared  with  27.0  million  tons  produced  last  year  and  26.4 
million  tons  produced  in  1970.     During  October,  yield  prospects  improved  in 
North  Dakota,  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Idaho,  Colorado,  Arizona,  Oregon  and  California. 
In  Ohio,  Michigan  and  Minnesota  harvest  has  been  delayed  by  cold,  wet  weather 
but  the  yields  have  been  good.     In  North  Dakota  harvesting  has  been  completed 
and  is  nearing  completion  in  Nebraska,   Good  progress  has  been  made  in  Kansas 
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and  Texas  after  temporary  delays  because  of  cold,  wet  weather  and  frozen  ground 
has  delayed  harvesting  in  parts  of  eastern  Idaho  where  90  percent  of  the  crop 
has  been  dug.     In  Colorado,  harvesting  made  good  progress  during  October  with 
ideal  conditions  on  the  eastern  slope  where  90  percent  of  the  crop  has  been  dug 
while  on  the  western  slope,  wet  weather  has  restricted  harvesting  but  no  losses 
are  expected. 

In  Arizona  harvesting  is  running  behind  last  year  but  should  be  completed 
by  mid-November  while  in  California  digging  has  resumed  following  the  first 
major  rains  of  the  season.     Sugar  content  of  the  beets  continues  on  the  high 
sidee    Fall  planting  of  sugarbeets  in  California  has  been  delayed  by  heavy 
rains  and  some  flooding  in  the  Imperial  Valley  and  indications  are  that  some 
fields  will  have  to  be  replantedc 

Based  on  Nove  1  conditions,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  forecast  mainland 
sugarcane  production  for  sugar  and  seed  at  17.7  million  tons,  up  two  percent 
from  that  forecast  a  month  earlier  and  33  percent  above  1971  crop  production. 
Unseasonably  warm,  wet  weather  in  Louisiana  resulted  in  good  growth  during 
October  accounting  for  the  indicated  increase  in  production,  as  compared  with 
the  month  earlier  forecast c     Sugarcane  yields  of  29 „ 3  tons  per  acre  in  1972 
compared  with  25.3  tons  per  acre  in  1971  and  28.8  tons  in  1970.    Harvest  in 
Louisiana  began  the  second  week  in  October  and  progressed  well  until  slowed  by 
heavy  rains,  while  in  Florida,  harvesting  is  expected  to  be  well  underway  by 
mid -November . 

In  Hawaii,  the  prospects  for  1972  crop  sugarcane  production  remained  un- 
changed from  a  month  earlier  and  harvesting  is  proceeding  about  on  schedule. 
Cane  sugar  production  in  Hawaii  through  Oct.  28,  1972,  amounted  to  1,031,703 
short  tons,  96°  basis,  compared  with  1,169,815  tons  produced  through  Oct.  31, 
1971. 

During  the  period  under  reviex-7,  there  were  several  announced  changes  by 
interested  sellers,   in  the  wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold 
in  100-pound  paper  bags  --  the  basis  pack  --  and  in  bulk  in  several  of  the 
geographic  regions. 

On  Oct.  26,  1972,  a  cane  sugar  seller  in  the  mid-Central  region  announced, 
effective  the  same  day,  a  reduction  of  „ 10  cent  per  pound  in  the  quoted  whole- 
sale prices  for  industrial  sugars.     On  Nov.  1,  the  same  seller  announced  a 
further  reduction  of  .10  cent  per  pound  in  quotations.    These  two  actions, 
taken  together,  reduced  the  quoted  price  for  100- pound  bags  of  sugar  from  12.65 
cents  to  12,45  cents  per  pound. 

On  Nov.  1,  1972,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced,  effective  the  same  day, 
a  reduction  of  .10  cent  per  pound  in  the  wholesale  price  quotations  for 
industrial  sugars  sold  in  the  Northeast,  Southeast,  Gulf  and  Southwest  sales 
territories,,     This  reduced  the  price  quotations  for  100- pound  bags  of  sugar 
in  the  Northeast  from  13.05  cents  to  12.95  cents  per  pound,   in  the  Southeast 
from  12.65  cents  to  12.55  cents,   in  the  Gulf  from  12.10  cents  to  12.00  cents, 
and  in  the  Southwest  from  11.85  cents  to  11.75  cents  per  pound. 

In  the  Western  Ohio-Lower  Michigan  sales  territory,  a  seller  of  cane  sugar 
announced,  effective  NovQ  1,  1972,  a  reduction  of  .10  cent  per  pound  from  12D35 
cents  to  12.25  cents  per  pound  in  the  list  price  for  100-pound  bags  of  refined 
sugar  sold  at  wholesale. 

In  the  Chicago-West  region  a  beet  sugar  processor  announced,  effective 
Nov.  20,  1972,  on  a  day-to-day  basis,  a  .40  cent  per  pound  competitive  allow- 
ance on  sales  of  industrial  sugars.    This  would  reduce  the  price  of  100-pound 
bags  of  sugar  to  11.55  cents  per  pound  and  for  bulk  sugar  shipped  in  rail  cars 
to  11.35  cents  per  pound.     Other  interested  sellers  in  the  region  followed  with 
announcements  of  similar  price  concessions 
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In  the  Intermountain  Northwest  region  interested  sellers  announced  effec- 
tive close  of  business  Nov0  3,   increases  in  wholesale  price  quotations  for 
industrial  sugar  amounting  to  .25  cent  per  pound.     This  would  increase  the 
quoted  price  for  100-pound  bags  of  refined  sugar  from  11.65  cents  to  11.90 
cents  per  pound  and  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  bulk  from  11.40  cents  to  11.65 
cents  per  pound. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale 
in  the  basis  pack  and  in  bulk,  by  regions,  as  of  mid-November.  Significant 
variations  of  actual  prices  from  the  quoted  prices  may  be  found  in  certain 
areas,  reflecting  competitive  conditions.

Actual  prices  in  some  cases  differ  substantially  from  quotations.  During 
the  post-freeze  economic  stabilization  period  (Phase  II),  increases  in  the 
ceiling  prices  of  individual  sellers  of  refined  sugar  must  conform  to  the 
procedural  requirements  prescribed  by  the  Cost  of  Living  Council. 

The  Uo  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper 
bags  during  October  1972  was  13.96  cents  per  pound,  up  from  13.88  cents  in 
September  and  up  from  13.74  cents  in  October  of  last  year,  an  increase  of  1.6 
percent  for  the  12-month  period. 

The  raw  sugar  spot  price,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York,  as  quoted 
on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  (No.  10  Bulk  Contract)  averaged  9.32 
cents  per  pound  during  October,  down  from  9.39  cents  in  September  but  up  from 
8.52  cents  in  October  of  last  year.    During  the  first  10  months  of  1972  the 
spot  price  averaged  9.09  cents  per  pound,  100.4  percent  of  the  average  of  the 
monthly  price  objectives  for  the  period. 

The  weakening  trend  in  the  raw  sugar  spot  price  (New  York  duty  paid)  which 
began  in  October  continued  throughout  the  month  falling  to  9.10  cents  per 
pound  on  Oct.  31.     On  Nov.  2,  the  quotation  declined  to  9.08  cents,  on  Nov.  3, 
to  9.05  cents  and  on  Nov.  6,  to  9.02  cents  where  it  has  remained  steady  through 
Nov.  22.     For  the  period  Nov.  1-22,  1972,  the  quotation  averaged  9.03  cents 
per  pound  compared  with  8.62  cents  during  the  same  period  of  last  year. 

The  spot  quotation  for  World  bulk  sugar  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater 
Caribbean  Ports,  including  Brazil  (No.  11  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and 
Sugar  Exchange)  averaged  7.42  cents  per  pound  during  October,  up  from  7.04  cents 
in  September  and  4.18  cents  during  October  of  last  year. 

The  quotation  for  World  sugar  exhibited  a  weakening  trend  throughout 
October  falling  from  7.70  cents  per  pound  on  Oct.  2,  to  6.95  cents  on  Oct.  31. 
During  November,  the  quotation  has  strengthened  somewhat  rising  from  7.15  cents 
per  pound  on  Nov.  1,  to  7.50  cents  on  Nov.  8,  after  which  it  declined  to  7.10 
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cents  on  Nov.  14,  and  then  rebounded  to  7.25  cents  on  Nov.  17 .     On  Nov.  20, 
the  quotation  again  declined  falling  to  7.15  cents  per  pound  and  to  7.00  cents 
on  Novo  21.     On  Nov.  22,  World  sugar  was  quoted  at  7.05    cents  per  pound  and 
for  the  period  Nov.  1-22  averaged  7.24    cents  compared  with  4.14  cents  during 
that  period  of  1971. 

On  Nov.  14,  1972,  F.  0.  Licht,  the  European  sugar  statistician,  estimated 
World  sugar  production  for  the  1972-73  crop  at  77,139,000  metric  tons,  raw 
value,  an  increase  of  4,632,000  tons  above  the  estimated  production  for  last 
season ,     Almost  half  of  the  estimated  increase  in  production  would  be  in  Cuba 
and  Russia  and  estimates  for  these  two  countries  are  very  spectulative  at  this 
time.    He  estimates  World  sugar  consumption  for  1971-72  had  increased  1.3 
million  tons  above  that  estimated  for  1970-71  and  at  75,924,000  was  about  3.3 
million  tons  more  than  1971-72  production.     Based  on  these  estimates  and 
assuming  that  consumption  increases  in  1972-73  to  about  the  same  extent  as 
production,  World  stocks  on  Sept,  1,  1973,  would  be  at  the  lowest  level  for 
that  date  since  1964» 

SUGAR  REQUIREMENTS  AND  QUOTAS  FOR  1973  ANNOUNCED 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  Oct.  31,  1972,  announced  the  deter- 
mination of  continental  U.  S.  sugar  requirements  of  11.7  million  tons  for  1973 
and  the  establishment  of  sugar  quotas  of  a  like  quantity. 

This  requirement  level  is  100,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  less  than  that 
proposed  on  Oct.  3  (Press  Release  USDA  3250-72).     It  is  expected  that  the  re- 
duced quantity  will  substantially  attain  the  price  objective  set  forth  in  the 
Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended.     It  now  appears  that  cane  sugar  refiners'  deliv- 
eries during  1972  will  be  somewhat  less  than  that  estimated  on  Oct.  3  and  con- 
sequently, year  end  quota  sugar  stocks  held  by  refiners  will  be  higher  than  est- 
imated. 

Of  the  quotas  established  for  the  domestic  and  foreign  sugar  producing 
areas,  deficits  were  determined  in  the  quotas  of  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Domestic 
Beet  Area  of  650,000  and  144,333  short  tons,  raw  value,  respectively,  and  were 
allocated,  pursuant  to  section  204  of  the  Sugar  Act,  to  other  foreign  countries 
with  1973  quotas  in  effect. 

Pursuant  to  section  202(d)(3)  of  the  Sugar  Act,  no  1973  quotas  have  been 
established  for  the  Bahamas  and  Uganda.  The  total  quantities  withheld  from  these 
countries  have  been  prorated  to  other  foreign  countries  in  accordance  with 
section  204  of  the  Act. 

In  determining  sugar  requirements,  quotas  and  quota  deficits  for  1973, 
consideration  was  also  given  to  all  views  and  recommendations  submitted  by 
interested  persons  in  response  to  the  Department's  proposal  of  Oct.  3. 

The  1973  quotas  for  domestic  areas  and  foreign  countries  are  shown  in  the 
table  on  Page    6 .

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IMPORT  QUOTAS  ON  SWEETENED  CHOCOLATE,  CANDY  AND  CONFECTIONERY  FOR  1973  PROPOSED 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  Nov.  24,  1972,  announced  that  con- 
sideration is  being  given  to  the  method  of  establishing  1973  import  quotas  on 
sweetened  chocolate  (other  than  in  bars  and  blocks  of  10  pounds  or  more  each) , 
candy  and  confectionery. 

The  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  requires  the  Secretary  to  limit  the 
importation  of  such  products  in  1973  (imports  under  TSUS  Items  156.30  and 
157.10)  to  the  larger  of  1969-71  average  imports  (143,772,997  pounds)  or  five 
percent  of  1971  Confectionery  Manufacturers'  Sales  in  the  United  States 
(198,730,900  pounds). 

The  total  import  quota  of  such  products  for  1973  is  198,730,900  pounds, 
of  which  21,680,000  pounds  is  reserved  solely  for  the  importation  of  "choc- 
olate crumb"  which  is  controlled  by  licenses  issued  by  the  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service.     The  balance  of  the  quota  (177,050,900  pounds)  shall  be  established 
as  a  global  quota  to  be  filled  on  a  first-come,  first-served  basis,  except 
that  only  123,935,630  pounds  can  be  imported  on  or  before  Sept.  30,  1973.  The 
remaining  portion  (53,115,270  pounds)  would  be  reserved  for  importation  in  the 
last  quarter  of  the  year  when  seasonal  shipments  associated  with  the  holiday 
periods  usually  occur.     Individual  shipments  valued  at  $25  or  less  are  not 
subject  to  the  quota. 

It  is  unlikely  that  the  1973  global  quota  will  impose  any  actual  restric- 
tions on  candy  imports  since  the  quota  for  1972  will  exceed  estimated  1972 
imports  in  excess  of  30  percent. 

These  procedures  of  administering  the  quota  will  be  the  same  as  those 
currently  used  for  the  1972  quota.     Import  licenses  or  prior  clearance  on 
imports  will  not  be  required. 

The  Notice  of  Proposed  Rule  Making  is  scheduled  for  publication  in  the 
Federal  Register  of  Nov.  28,  1972.     All  interested  persons  are  requested  to 
submit  written  briefs  on  or  before  Dec.  20,  1972.     Briefs  should  be  mailed 
to  the  Director,  Sugar  Division,  Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conservation 
Service,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C.  20250.

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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1972  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 
USDA  ANNOUNCES  DECLARATION,   PRORATION  OF  ADDITIONAL  1972  SUGAR  DEFICITS: 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  Nov.  20,  1972,  declared  an  addi- 
tional deficit  of  31,000  short  tons,  raw  value,   in  the  sugar  quota  for  the 
West  Indies  and  prorated  such  quantity  to  other  Western  Hemisphere  countries. 

The  Department  is  required  pursuant  to  Section  204(a)  of  the  Sugar  Act 
to  periodically  determine  as  information  becomes  available  but  not  less 
frequently  than  60-day  intervals,  whether  any  area  or  country  will  fail  to 
fulfill  its  quota  obligations.     Each  foreign  country  that  will  not  be  able 
to  fill  its  1972  quota  as  announced  today  should  notify  the  Department  the 
amount  of  such  shortfall  and  the  reason  for  its  inability  to  fulfill  its  1972 
quota  as  soon  as  possible  to  avoid  a  possible  reduction  in  its  subsequent 
year's  quotas. 

Since  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  and  several  Western  Hemisphere 
countries  have  notified  the  Department  that  they  will  be  unable  to  supply 
sugar  in  addition  to  their  currently  established  quotas,  the  total  declaration 
announced  herein  is  assigned  to  Western  Hemisphere  countries  able  to  supply 
additional  sugar.

Oct.  24,  1972-Minimum  wage  rates  for  workers  employed  in  the  production,  culti- 
vation and  harvesting  of  sugarcane  in  Florida  announced  by  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture  • 

The  determination  announced  today  becomes  effective  on  Oct.  30,  1972  and 
increases  the  basic  minimum  wage  rates  established  by  the  prior  determination 
by  15  cents  per  hour  for  unskilled  workers  and  by  20  cents  per  hour  for  tractor 
drivers  and  principal  operators  of  mechanical  harvesting  and  loading  equipment. 
This  results  in  wage  minimums  of  $2.00  per  hour  for  unskilled  workers  and  $2.30 
for  tractor  drivers  and  principal  operators  of  harvesting  loading  equipment.

Nov.  6,  1972-A  public  hearing  on  fair  and  reasonable  prices  for  the  1972-73 
crop  of  Puerto  Rican  sugarcane  was  announced  today  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture.
